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MOLITOR BOOTS 


The name of Molitor has long been recognized in Switzerland among 
mountain climbers and skiers. This family of Swiss crafismen has been 
producing climbing and ski boots for many years. Since they can be 
produced only in limited numbers each year, there are many who are 
disappointed in not being able to obtain Molitor Boots. In the F.LS. Ski 
races at Aspen about one half of the racers used these boots. Most of the 
U.S. team and the coach, Barney McLean, uses them. Karl Molitor himself 
is an internationally known skier and Swiss guide. lle was one of the 
first Swiss guides to adopt the Bramani-type climbing sole. 


Molitor boots are outstanding. They are hend made by experienced 
craftsmen of the finest leathers, which give rugged service and last many 
seasons. Comfort is built into them with their lining of smooth leather 
and their special American last to insure perfect fit, especially for the 
heels. 


I proudly offer Molitor boots made to your measure at no additional cost. 
(Unless your foot requires a specially-made last.) The diagram shows 
how you should carefully take your measurements. Socks of the same 
weight as are to be worn with the boots shouid be put on before taking 
measurements. The measurements should be taken carefully—drawing 
the tape up snug but not tight. Measurements of each foot should be 
made, and, in addition, a tracing of each foot should be made accurately, 
holding the pencil vertically to the plain sheet of paper under the foot. 
Put your full weight on the foct ibat you are tracing. Any especially 
sensitive places or peculiarities of vour feet should be noted and indicated 
with x marks. Delivery can be expected in 60 to 90 days unless shipment 
is made by air express, which cuts the delivery time to four weeks but 
adds £6.50 to the cost.

Italian climbers are credited with developing the first rubber-cleated sole 
and heel (Bramani) patterned to resemble a nailed sole and heel Other 
countries immediately copied and modified this Bramani sole. 'Today 
there are over a dozen different brands made in Switzerland; one is made 
under the original Italian patent. This same design is also made in England. 
This sole has many advantages over a nailed one and is the best all around 
sole for climbing. It holds well on wet or dry rock, snow, and rough ice. 
It wears longer than a nailed sole and is much lighter. It not only insulates 
the feet from wet and cold but also cushions them. Nails are superior on 
smooth ice and on rock that is covered with lichen, moss, or wet snow. 


The Bramani soles can be put on any shoe or boot of your choice. I have 
had over two years experience in putting on these soles and heels for

Made of avional, an alloy of 
aluminum and copper, which is heat- treated to give about the same phys- 
ical properties as the steel pitons. Even though they are not as strong 
and must be driven with care, they are safe for limited use. They should 
not be used when there is danger of a severe fall, but can be used safely 
for rappelling and when there is no danger of a severe fall. They have 
been tested in training courses for Swiss guides and Swiss military training 
courses, and are being sold in most Swiss sports shops.

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NYLON ROPE 


The special qualities of nylon rope make it far superior to any other kind 


of rope for mountain climbing. Since it is almost twice as strong as fresh 
manila rope, a smaller size can be used. Many climbers are using the 3/8" 
size instead of the standard 7/16" size. Its spring-like elasticity reduces 
the shock of a fall as well as making the fall easier to hold. Its strength 
is almost unaffected by age. It absorbs practically no water and stays 
soft and easy io handle whether wet or dry. It is very resistant to rot and 
mildew. The surface will become fuzzy with use, but this fuzz forms a 
protective layer, which resists further abrasion. It is about one-fifth lighter 
than manila rope and will outwear manila under severe service. 


The Columbian Rope Company developed and patented a "Stabilizing 
Process", which makes Columbian Nylon Rope superior to others. "Stabil- 


_ization” of the fibers makes Columbian Nylon Rope the easiest of all 


nylon ropes to handle, since it is more resistant to twisting and kinking 
than one with untreated fibers. When it is cut, the “Stabilized” rope does 
not lose its lay and form a fluffy mass of filaments as other nylon ropes 
do. This is the only nylon rope that can be cut and spliced in the same 
general way as a manila rope. When cut, the ends should be sealed by 
melting in a flame or with a hot iron; wrapping the ends with thread or 
tape is recommended in addition to fusing ihem.

A rope with a load should not be run through slings or loops of the same 
material. When using a running belay a karabiner should be used. For 
rappeling 2 descending ring is recommended. 

Long lengths up to 300 feet of the 1/4" and 5/16" xope are used as rappel 
ropes. The 1/4" is used as a sling for a karabiner rappel.
